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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's arguments and amendments to the claims and specification have 
been fully and carefully considered. The examiner acknowledges applicant's newly 
added claims particularly to the apparatus, the application has been filed as a 371 
application and as such the same technical features are found both in the method and 
the apparatus. Applicant's arguments have been found persuasive and the claims are 
in condition for allowance. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach and or suggest that injecting gas back into the still pot beneath the surface 
level of the liquid in the still pot which has been claimed in both the independent method 
and apparatus claims. The feature of injecting gas back into the still pot beneath the 
surface level of the liquid in the still pot has not been taught by the prior art the reason 
for doing so by applicant is to introduce a gas which is at a temperature above the 
thermal cracking temperature, the gas is introduced below the liquid level to provide 
fast and even mixing and distribution of heat to the liquid within the still pot minimizing 
coke formation which occurs if direct heating were done, this feature supersedes the 
prior art's method and apparatus and effective imparts heat evenly and maintains the 
cracking temperature at the lowest possible temperature and pressure that permit the 
process to operate continuously and allowing only a small percent of light ends to be 
produced relative to the desired oil fuel product.
